The engineering department of ‘the 
Boston & Maine is preparing revised 
plans for four-tracking from the Saugus 
river to Salem by Mr. Mellen’s orders. 

One of the first structures to be re- 
moved in the event that four tracks are 
put in would be that of the Swift Pack- 
ing Company in Market street. It was 
built a few years ago at a cost of $75,- 
000 and contains stable accommodations 
on the top floor and an ice > plant of 
modern construction. 

The J. B. Renton six-story brick build- 
ing next to it would also have to come 
down. 

Portions of the E. E. Elder and Ash- 
croft buildings, through which the wid- 
ened road would run diagonally, could be 
saved, but the old Item building fronting 
on Central square would go in its en- 
tirety. 

Two other large business blocks in 
the path of the widened road are the 
Heffernan building, Union and Exchange 
streets, which would have to be razed, 
and the Earl block in Union street, close 
to which the concrete abutment for the 
Central square bridge would come. These 
buildings represent the bulk of the prop 
erty damage entailed by the projected 
high-level widening. 

East of Central square the two addi- 
tional] tracks would pass over the track 
yard of the Boston & Maine west of Mt. 
Vernon street, through the outward sta- 
tion, a portion of the, old Pearson estate 
in Silsbee street which the railroad has 
purchased since the four-track project 
was made public, and continue 
through the Friend street passenger car 
storage yard toward Swampscottt. 

Considerable expense for new construc- 
tion would be necessary in addition to 
the estimated $500.000 for land 
building damages.

“We must distinguish between conges- 
tion and concentration,” continted Mr. 
Ford. “Concentration is an economic con- 
dition and not harmful in itself, but 
noxious so far as it tends to engender 
congestion. Congestion has been defined 
as undue concentration. 

“Following are the principal causes of 
congestion: lack of adequate transit and 
transportation facilities, lack of ade- 
quate city regulations wifh regard to 
open’ spaces, sunlight, and so forth. 

“Smaller communities must be careful 
not to adopt standards for these things 
such as have. been adopted by the 
great;cities, as this often tends‘to incite 
builders in the smaller communities to 
ape the intolerable conditions prevalent 
in the greater cities. . 

‘Speculation in land is another cause. 
“The tendencies of these is 
to crowd tenements closely 
that a good circulation 
admission of sunlight into 
becomes impossible. ‘ 

“Crowded conditions in the large cities 
tend to lower theestandard of living be- 
low the generally aceepted normal mark 
consistent with decent living.”

town in which that corporation’s manu- 
facturing plant or other physical prop- 
erty is located. In case it has two or 
more plants, then the tax is distributed 
according to valuation. 

Just how much Boston will ultimately 
receive from this tax is at present un- 
known, ‘but it will amount to at least 
$250,000 more than it did last year 
owing to a change in the law made by 
the last Legislature which is expected to 
prove very beneficial to manufacturing 
communities as compared with those 
which are purely residential. 


Previous to last year, each corpora- 
tion’s tax was distributed among the 
municipalities in which its stockholders 
tesided, according to their holdings. The 
Legislature deemed it unfair that these 
communities, which in many cases con- 
tributed nothing to the value of the cor- 
poration, should get the revenue to the 
exclusion of those places which provide 
fire and police protection and otherwise 
add to the value of its franchise. It 
therefore. provided that the tax should 
be divided equally between the manu- 
facturing and residential communities 
and the result was so beneficial to the 
cities of the state that at the last session 
they forced through a bill taking the 
entire tax for the place where the manu- 
facturing plant is located. 


In many cases, however, corporations 
have their business. offices in Boston 
while their plants are located elsewhere, 
and while they appear upon the records 
as Boston corporations the tax which 
they will pay will actually ggo to other 
municipalities, so it is impossible to tell 
at present just how much of the $1,200,- 
000 paid by Boston corporations will be 
returned to this city. 

There ate 47 business corporations in 
the state which this year will pay a 
franchise taxe in excess of $10,000. The 
largest amount paic by any corporation 
is $120,099.76, assessed upon the Arling- 
ton mills of Lawrence. The second lar- 
gest also is a Lawrence corporation, the 
Pacific mills, which paid a tax of $81,- 
‘466.88. Other large contributors are the 
Waltham Watch Company, $64,433.37; 
‘Bigelow Carpet Company, $53,537.96 and 
Boston Rubber Company $48,637.72. 

Three hundred and fifty Boston cor- 
porations pay a tax in excess of $500 
each, the amount assessed upon these be- 
ing as follows:

DRY CORD BROOM

The September trade statement of the 
bureau of statistics of the department 
of commerce and labor shows our total 
exports to China in the nine month end- 
ing with September as but $12,750,000, 
and for the month of September $1,- 
000;000, indicating that the total for the 
year which ends with next month will 
be approximately $15,500,000, against 
$19,500,000 in 1909, $21,750,000 in 1908, 
$23,000,000 in 1907, $30,000,000 in 1906, 
and $58,500.00 in 1905. This indicates 
that the total value of our exports to 
China in 1910 will be but about one 
fourth those of 1905. 

The falling off in the value of Ameri- 
can exports to China occurs chiefly in 
cotton and mineral oils. Of cotton cloths 
the exports to China in the calendar year 
will approximate $4,500,000 in value, 
against $9,000,000 in 1909, $16,750,000 in 
1906 and $33,500,000 in 1905. Of illumi- 
nating oil exports to China will show a 
total of about $5,000,000 in the calendar 
year 1910, against $6,000,000 in 1909, 
$9,750,000 in 1908 and $6,500,000 in 1905. 

Of flour the quantity exported to 


China in the nine months ending with soon 
September was but 7650 barrels, against | 1909 


295,241 in the same months of 1908, and 
the value, $32,890, against $1,081,326. 
Of copper, the exports to China have 
fallen from $10,000,000 worth in 1907 to 
practically nothing in the current year, 
this fall being chiefly due to the cessa- 
tion of the manufacture in China of the 
new copper coins, so largely produced in 
that country during the past few years. 

The falling off in exports of cotton 
cloths to China is probably due, in some 
degree at least, to the price of American 
raw cotton, which has both stimulated 
cotton production in China in recent 
years and increased her takings of cot- 
ton yarn from India. On the other hand, 
the fall in value of mineral oil sent to 
China is apparently due exclusively to 
lower prices, since the quality of oil ex- 
ported to that country from the United 
States in the nine months ending with 
September shows an advance of 29 per 
cent, and the value a decline of 12 per 
cent, when compared with last year. 
Our own statement showing a fall of 
one half in the quantity of cotton cloth 
exported to China, comparing 1910 with 
1909, is corroborated by the latest figures 
from the official trade returns of the 
Chinese government, which show de- 
creased importations at Shanghai of that 
article from the United States in the six 
months ending with June, 1910, when 
compared with a like period of the pre- 
ceding year. 

Total imports of kerosene at Shang- 
hai show a decline, though American 
imports of that article show a greater 
loss than imports from other countries. 
Comparing the imports in the six months 
ending with June 30, 1910, with those 
of corresponding periods of earlier years 
imports of kerosene into Shanghai from 
the United States have decreased from 
25,500,000 gallons in 1907 to 14,500,000 
in 1908, 5,500,000 in 1909 and 11,666,666 
in 1910; while those from all other 
countries declined in the same half year 
periods from a little leas than 14,000,- 
000 in 1907 to 8,500,000 in 1908, a like 
sum in 1909 and 10,200,000 in 1910,

American kerosene has 
O44 per cent since 1907, 
all other sources 
but 251-3 per cent. 

It will be observed, however, 
improvement of 1910 over 1909 is greater 
in the case of American oil than in that 
from other countries, a fact which is 
further illustrated by the latest figures 
covering the month of September. In 
the nine months ending Sept. 30, 1910, 
according to Noel, Murray & Co.’s re- 
port on the trade of Shanghai, compiled 
from Customs Daily Returns of the 
Chinese government, the imports at that 
port of American kerosene amounted to 
858470 cases, against 297,124 cases, in 
the corresponding period of the preced- 
ing year. 

The decreasing tendency in exports to 
China from the United States and the 
important relation of cotton cloth and 
mineral oil thereto are illustrated by 
the following table showing the total 
value of our exports to China and the 
share thereof represented by the articles 
named in each year from 1900 to 1910:

OccuRRENCES in the last few days bring 
home forcibly to the deeper consciousness of 
the United States and Mexico the knowledge 
that temperance of thought and mildness of 
expression are the only safe guides for 
human conduct. Complete information is 
lacking in regard to the attacks on Americans 
in Mexico City and the tearing of a United 
| States flag, but disclosures thus far convey

~~ the idea that the kind of publicity given the 


lynching of Antonio Rodriguez in Texas was primarily responsible 
for this later manifestation of what was practically the same emotion. 
In other words, the atmosphere of mock romanticism and the shallow 
picturesqueness of detail that dressed the Texas affair in unintention- 
ally false colors did more than to stir a sordid interest among a 
certain class of readers across the border; they saw an insult to 
Mexico in the mob’s lawless despatch of one of her citizens who 
was entitled to a fair trial. 

Peculiarly significant is the fact that the principal outbreak 
centered around the office of a newspaper which furnished through 
its columns violent comment along with information of the Texas 
affair. Lurid detail and pungency of editorial comment on such 
matters often produce effects the opposite of those intended, stirring 
instead of allaying popular feeling. Ample illustration may be found 
in any country that newspapers wishing to correct wrong conditions 
frequently jump in to help, but succeed only in inflaming; they 
unwittingly make for anarchy when they work to bring about 
reforms. People in the mass are, it must be remembered, as suscep- 
tible to some influences as they were when Mark Antony aroused 
the mob to avenge Czsar. The people’s rightful due must not be 
withheld, and part of their due is just, calm and reasonable informa- 
tion as to whatever needs rectification. 

Instances are numerous enough to show that good policy, if 
nothing more, should dictate the utmost moderation in amplifying 
matters wherein there is the possibility of racial or international 
misunderstanding. Does not full description of an untoward act 
jointly performed in one community carry its mental picture and 
excuse into another? Has the world been turned toward good by 
contemplation of the mass of unpleasantness about its own doings 
served up each day and forgotten the day after? No, the Mexican 
newspapers, by their presentation of the Texas affair, stirred readers 
to resentment over something of only temporary importance from 
the international viewpoint. ‘The governments of the United States 
and Mexico, whose friendship is strongly entrenched, are perfectly 
capable of adjusting the difficulty themselves if free from inter- 
ference. 

Lynchings and mob outbreaks, in the North as well as in the 
South, prove that the effects of violent spéech are not limited to 
any neighborhood or section. The correction is common honesty, 
temperate discussion, right thinking, in the home, the family, the 
business place, the government. Where temperance of that sort 
becomes the rule, the muck-rake will rust and the vellowest of yellow 
journals will season fearlessness with caution.

According to J. Duval Alexander 
of New Orleans, however, the southern states will be for a waterway 
policy rather than a waterway project. , 

He puts the matter on broader ground than most of his asso- 
ciates. "The people of Central and South America, he holds, are 
almost as much concerned in opening up American inland waterways 
to unobstructed navigation as are Americans themselves. The 
improvement of waterways and harbors in this country means for 
the Central and South Americans cheaper carrying charges for 
American products and merchandise, and, consequently, cheaper 
prices for the goods in their markets. On the other hand, cheaper 
transportation will enable Americans to dispose of their surplus 
product in foreign markets instead of throwing it on the home 
market and depressing prices, as is frequently the case. Says Mr. 
Armstrong: “The great bulk of the trade of Central and South 
America is almost monopolized by! England and Germany. That 
trade should belong to the United States. With railroads already 
available, and with more navigable streams, with our naturally fine 
harbors cleared of obstructions, and with terminal points equipped 
with freight handling facilities, we should soon be making immense 
strides toward securing a highly profitable share of the trade south 
of us.” 

The producers and manufacturers of the United States. can 
‘obtain all the trade they are entitled to in South America by entering 
into legitimate competition with England and Germany. No one 
of the three nations need lose anything; all may, in fact, be bene- 
fited greatly by American development of Central and South Ameri- 
can industry and commerce. The exporters of this country will 
find it to their interest to cooperate with the exporters of other 
European countries in the creation throughout Latin America of 
a desire for better things than it has ever been accustomed to. 
Education must precede the commercial conquest of the two Ameri- 
cas to the south of us, and in this work of education Americans 
should take an active and leading part.

the leaks that work against fine efficiency. First of all must be 
considered the essential information gathered by the committees of 
employees in the various branches, and the President has gone a 
step farther by employing experts to make inquiry along other 
lines. Thus, facts collated through general cooperation will be 
supplemented by data gathered by disinterested men, a pertectly 
proper basis of comparison being established. 

A better plan could hardly have been conceived for gaining 
knowledge of just what transpires in the departments, or for bringing 
out a distinct reclassification of various schedules of expenditures, 
doing away with confusion that has long existed. The estimates 
submitted to Congress in recent years’ have been notable frequently 
for their margin of possible shrinkage while being remodeled into 
appropriations. An exact understanding of the character ot the 
records and documents kept will point the road to improvements 
calculated to remove confusion and “the presentation in a toncise 
way of information heretofore collected by committees and experts.” 
In addition to.systematizing the work of the departments themselves. 
then, such a capable presentation of facts ought manifestly to assist 
congressional deliberations. 

While considering this matter of administrative economy, the 
need of it in all functions of RPovernment must not be overlooked. 
One should not put savings in a torn purse. Prevention of waste 
in routine departmental affairs may partially offset extravagance 
elsewhere, but that is hardly the aim of good government. There 
are many men of all parties who firmly believe more caution in 
national expenditures for reclamation of arid lands mtght be expedt- 
ent, leaving the states to pay lafger portions of the cost. As 
Senator Clay of Georgia once remarked: “There is a sentiment 
growing in my state which leads people to believe that they can 
go to Congress and get money for almost anything they want.” 
It also has been said that United &tates inspectors have te do 
numerous things that should be done by the states themselves or 
by individual enterprise. Fewer congressional travel trips in 
America or abroad, limitation of the franking privilege, a smaller 
membership in the House of Representatives and other innovations 
indicate lines for possible improvement.

In fact, it is 
surprising that Americans have not realized the possibilities sooner 
and brought pressure to bear upon the government of the isthmian 
republic for the enactment of laws conformable to modern conditions, 
which would enable them to compete on more equitable terms with 
foreign banking houses. 

Panama, judged from the northern standpoint, has applied the 
partially forgotten ‘““Manana, pasada, manana’ of the South Ameri- 
cans to the restrictive Colombian banking regulations and neglected 
to make new ones of her own since, the separation. , Improvements 
shaping there may be extended readily to the banking system. Work 
on the canal has augmented the population and the high standard of 
wages has made funds plentiful in the zone. To northerners who 
have friends in the isthmian service the prodigality of expenditures 
there has been proverbial, and much of this gold and silver finally 
wends its way to banking institutions somewhere. In the first. few 
years of work on the canal large parts of the funds went either to 
the United States or abroad, where bankers quickly saw the chance to 
get the inside track at Panama and opened branch offices. The 
foreigners have been doing a thriving business on the isthmus and 
they find no prohibitive difficulty in the restrictive Colombian laws, 
perhaps because they are content witha smaller margin of profit. 

Americans, however, have found competition in Panama un- 
profitable with those laws in force. Now, apparently, the possibility 
is seen of effecting reforms through the next Panama Assembly that 
will make banking in Panama a “gilt-edged” undertaking of the sort 
cultivated at home. If competition can be equalized by any such 
process, the arrangement ought to be desirable for Panama as well 
as the United States. This matter already has been taken up with 
the American treasury officials and it acquires additional significance 
because of the possibility of connecting it with President Taft's trip 
to Panama, as well as the intimate relation of United States affairs to 
those of the isthmian republic. A concession that means the abolish- 
ment or amendment of antiquated regulations that will have to be 
modified sometime would seem to be dictated by wisdom and fore-

Segregation at Tufts College, therefore, is worthy of examina- 
tion by educational leaders who. may therein sce lessons to apply 
in other quarters. Having passed the experimental stage under 
the plan, Tufts may seem sufficient to clinch arguments for its 
universal adoption with hard, well-rounded logic. But is this 
enough? Wherever a departure from coeducation is planned on 
the strength of the results at the Medford institution, it will have 
to be remembered that many educators still believe that while 
segregation is beneficial at some of the larger colleges and universi- 
ties the plan would not work out so advantageously at all of the 
smaller places of learning. 

Radcliffe College, established in 1879 and affliated with Har- 
vard, has furnished instructive lessons in regard to. segregation. 
Since its foundation the matter has been discussed in all its phases 
by newspapers, periodicals and educators. At Yale coeducation exists 
in the. graduate school; at the University of Pennsylvania women 
are admitted into certain classes; Cornell men and women students 
do not clamor for segregation. It may be true, as Dr. Hamilton 
says, that in New England, at heart, normal young men and women 
of college age prefer to be in separate educational institutions; but 
they are slow to express such sentiments. Brown, in fact, appears 
to be the only one of the secondary New England universities or 
colleges that maintains a separate college for women, coeducation 
still existing at Dartmouth, Middlebury and the universities of 
Maine and Vermont. p eo 

It is gratifying to. note that the new Jackson College has pros- 
pered and proved a boon to Tufts, but time and further observation

A WESTERN contemporary remarks with 
gentle irony that while it is no longer 
regarded as necessary to a display of good 
manners that a man shall offer his seat in 
a crowded street car to a Standing woman, 
yet in some quarters it is put down as evi- 
dence of a lack of courtesy if a man in 
rushing for a place or a seat in a crowded 
public conveyance shail “squeeze in ahead 
of a woman.” Without saying so,_ the 
writer seems to be desirous of leaving the impression that there 
are certain forms of politeness still to be observed by men who 
would like to stand well in the esteem of their fellow creatures. 

If in place of some or all of the advertising in street cars, for 
a time at least, there should be substituted well-written and kindly 
hints as to good manners on the part of passengers, much good 
might be the result. The tendency toward lax manners on street 
cars is due largely to social tolerance, and this, in turn, is due 
largely to social carelessness and indifference on the subject. Parents 
who are themselves witnesses and victims of bad manners on street 
cars and in.public places are not always as particular as they might 
be in training their sons and daughters in habits of kindness and 
courtesy. Sometimes the girl and the woman menace public comfort 
as seriously as the boy and the. man, 

Cards containing useful hints on ordinary behavior, Without 
making distinction as to class or sex, would in time, no doubt, 
awaken thought now dormant with relation to the duty which people 
owe to one another even though hey be strangers; while in the 
end, by leading to a better feeling among patrons, they would 
compensate for any losses the corporations might suffer in an adver- 
tising way. For traction corporations, like all others that deal with 
the general public, are deeply concerned in protecting their patrons 
against all preventable forms of annoyance.
